Applicant's argument filed on 03-27-2006, are convincing. As argued by applicant in 
remarks under claim rejection page 3, paragraph 2, Lines 1-4, page 4, paragraph 4, Lines 4-7 and 
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page 6, paragraph 4; the prior art of (US patent # 5,495,576) to Ritchey in view of US Patent 
(5,583,795) to Smyth, and US patent (6,580,448 Bl)) to Stuttler fails to recite or disclose the 
uniquely distinct features represented by underlined bold claim below; 

A man-portable sensor fusion system comprising: sensor unit having at least a first and 
second sensor arranged along a sensor axis; head adapting means for providing support to 
mount at least one selected device about a user's cranium; and, securing means attached to 
the sensor unit for mounting the sensor unit to the head adapter; the sensor unit being 
mounted above an ocular axis formed between a pair of eyes of the user when the sensor 
unit is attached to the head adapter element; the sensor axis when the sensor unit is secured 
to the user with the head adapter element is essentially perpendicular to the user's ocular 
axis.
